SOME SOLDERING KINKS. 

Every millwright should have some 
soldering tools, and he ought to know how 
to use them. If he has no tools, let him go 
and buy some at once. Any hardware 
dealer keeps them. Don’t buy tools too 
small for the work they are todo. Coppers 
weighing 1 pound each are the smallest ever 
needed in a paper mill, and one 2 pound 
copper should be bought also. 


Solder can be bought ready made, but it 


is better to use a special grade of solder for 
each different kind of work. The solder 


bought ready made ought to consist of 2. 


parts of lead and 1 part of tin, and may 
be used for soldering lead pipe and all kinds 
of soldering except the very heaviest, for 
which 3 parts of lead and 1 part of tin 
answers fully as well.

more lead will do just as well, except for 
blow pipe or gas soldering, when the large 


and some coarse solder, 2 parts lead to 1 of | 


tin, for heavy work. When making solder 


put dirt or charcoal in the ladle with the | 


lead and tin.

little ‘‘dross” is formed. The 
plan works well when melting babbitt 
metal or other alloys having a low melting 
point. 

Having made the solder and bought “ 
pers,” the first job is totin them, 
pers come already tinned. I didn’t buy mine, 
so they surely were not tinned. 
some old copper in a crucible and cast the bits 
in molding sand. I tried to melt the copper in 
a white hot fire of anthracite coal under a 5 
foot boiler, but the fire was not hot enough, 
so the job was finished in the blacksmith’s 
forge. A fire big as a half bushel basket was 
built up, the coal was well coked and the 
crucible was buried therein. I had nofurther 
trouble in melting copper, beyond two hours’ 
steady work at the bellows,

Buy the coppers, by all means, if they are | 


to be had, but if ‘“‘ out on a job,” then make 
them, even if it is necessary to melt the cop- 
per in a thick, wrought iron ladle. 

For tinning soldering coppers nothing is 
better than a soft burned brick for a dish to 
contain the tin and the solder. 
chisel dig a cavity in the top of the brick (the 
flat side) 2 or 3 inches long and wide enough to 
receive the soldering tool. Melt some solder 


into the cavity thus formed, also throw in | 


some pieces of sal ammoniac and a few bits 
of rosin. 

See that the copper bits are hot enough to 
melt solder, a greater heat will not tin as 
well as the low one. Rub the tool on the 
brick, melting the solder, ammoniac and 
rosin, 

The brick scours the copper bright and the 
flux causes the solder to adhere very easily. 


One of the most horrible things ever at- | 


tempted by an honest man is to solder a 
dirty, greasy job with a dirty, untinned 
soldering copper. Don’t ever try it. It is 
as foolish as to attempt making bond paper 
out of cedar bark and old papers. 

See that the surfaces to be soldered are 
clean. If not, make them so by filing or 
scraping ; then protect the surfaces from 
oxidation by an application of flux or muri- 
atic acid in which zine has been dissolved. 
Have the soldering copper hot. Hold it 2 
inches from your face and the right degree 
of heat will soon be learned, Have the cop- 
per cleaned, as well as hot; also it must be 


well tinned. When all of these conditions ex- 
ist the melted solder will flow along the seam 
with the greatest ease, leaving a smooth,

No iumps, no open places, no smearing 
and no burnt fingers caused by trying to 
solder before the tools and job were got 
ready. 

If a man has a box of rosin and a bottle of 
**killed spirits of salt" (zine dissolved in 
muriatic acid) he can do almost any job of | 
soldering which may come along, but to do | 
work in the best manner and the easiest a | 
flux should be provided for each metal to be 
soldered. The hydrochloric (muriatic) acid | 
and zinc flux is worthless when rust is to be 
avoided, for in some cases the acid continues | 
to act after the soldering is done, and ina 








In this case, of course, the joint becomes un- |

In soldering zinc some men use muriatic | 
| acid diluted with water for 

a flux, and the rusting action

lis more than ever to be 
| feared in this instance, but 
may be lessened by adding 


| soda carbonate (washing soda) 
|to the acid. There are few 
pieces that cannot be soldered 
without’ the use of an acid 
flux, and rosin will do nearly 
| as well if a little oil be added 
or if the soldering copper be 


Sal ammoniac is the proper 
| flux for copper, and this agent 
| also works well with tin, but 
| it is not- necessary, for rosin 
|is all that is needed. Lead 
is perfectly fluxed by tallow 
(the plumbers call it ‘ touch”), 
| but may be soldered with 
either of the other fluxes. 

When hard soldering is to 
| be done borax is the proper 
flux, as for welding where a 
cheaper material is often sub-

| stituted, as when sand is 
|used for iron and lime for 
| steel. Hard sdlidering, braz- 


|ing and welding are all of 
the same nature as the weld- 
ing operations, and with the 
electric soldering bit these operations are 
carried on as readily as soft soldering is 
done with a copper bit.

The Manufacture of Chlorine. 








This invention relates to the production 
| of free chlorine and hydrochloric acid by 
heating the chloride or oxychloride of mag- 
nesium or of manganese or of other metal at 
a high temperature in the presence of oxy- 
gen or steam, leaving as the result of such 
treatment the oxide or oxides of the metal 
or metals. The heating should be performed 
out of contact with the products of combus- 
tion of the fuel employed, and hitherto it 
has been effected within closed receptacles 
—such as crucibles, muffles and the like— 
heated externally, the heat passing through 
the sides of the receptacle. This involves 
waste of heat and makes it difficult or im- 
possible to obtain avery high temperature, 

This invention consists in effecting the 
operation of heating the chlorine yielding 
substances in presence of atmospheric or 
other oxygen by placing them in receptacles 
formed by a suitable arrangement of masses 
| of brick work or other material, which masses 
| have previously been heated to a sufficient 
temperature by contact with hot products of 
combustion or other hot gases which have 
been caused to traverse the interior of the re- 
ceptacles, but the admission of which has 
been suspended before the receptacles are 
charged with the chlorine yielding sub- 
stances, which are then heated at the expense 
of the heat previously stored up in the 
masses of brick work constituting the walls, 
sides and floors of the receptacles. 

The drawings show an apparatus suitable 
for carrying out the process.

tion, and in working the apparatus it will be 
convenient that they should traverse it in 
the one direction and in the other alter- 
nately. The substance to be heated in these 
chambers is introduced thereinto by the 
openings at B B BB, which openings can 
be closed at will by suitable covers, and the 
residual contents of the chambers are after- 
ward discharged by doors atC CCC. The 
openings dddd, which, like B BBB and 
CCCC, are capable of being opened and 
closed at will, are for the purpose of enab- 
ling the interior of the chambers to be seen 
into, when required, and also for the intro- 
duction, when need be, of tools by which to 
facilitate the operation of discharging the 
chambers. 


The regenerators RR and RR are not 
essential to the apparatus, but their employ- 
ment will usually be advantageous. 

As will be well understood, the apparatus 
should preferably be incased externally by 
iron plates coated with some non-conducting 
substance. 

In working this apparatus the first step 
will be to heat the four chambers A, A’, A?*, 
and A*, Suppose that the fuel employed is 
gaseous fuel, and that in the operation of heat- 
ing up the apparatus for the first time gas- 
eous fuel is admitted into one of the compart- | 
ments of the regenerator on the side C of | 
Fig. 1, and the air to burn it into the other

will be closed, and the appa- 
ratus will again be heated up 
as before, except that this time 
the gaseous fuel and the air 
to burn it will enter by the re- 
generator by which, in the first 
operation of heating up the 
apparatus, the products of com- 
bustion which had traversed 
the apparatus passed off from 
it, and that products of com- 
bustion’ will thus traverse the 
apparatus in the opposite direc- 
tion to that in which they then 
traversed it. When the appa- 
ratus has been a second time 
sufficiently heated, the admis- 
sion of fuel will be suspended 
as before, and the chambers 
will be again charged with solid sub- 
stance capable of yielding free chlorine on 
being heated in a current of air; but this 
time the apparatus will be traversed by air 
in the direction A’ to A, a mixture of gases 
containing free chlorine passing off by the 
pipe M. 

This apparatus may be heated by the prod- 
ucts of the combustion of any kind of fuel, 
burned in whatever kind of fireplace, and it 
may be worked either with or without regen- 
erators, and the oxygen employed to react 
upon the chlorine yielding substance or mix- 
ture of substances may be either atmos- 
pheric oxygen or oxygen from any other 
source, 

The products of combustion which have 
traversed the apparatus should preferably 
be employed for evaporative purposes 
before being allowed to pass to the chim- 
ney. 

The chloride or chlorides from which free 
chlorine is to be obtained by heating it or 
them in contact with oxygen will frequently 
be first obtained in aqueous solution, which 
solution will require to be evaporated to 
dryness before such chloride or chlorides 
can be subjected to the action of heat and 
air, and the products of combustion may 
conveniently be used in such case for evap- 
orating the solution of such chloride or 


chlorides. 


The mixture of gases containing free 
chlorine which passes off by the pipes M 
and M’ may in some cases contain vapor of 
hydrochloric acid. In such case the mix- 
ture of gases before passing on to the ap- 
paratus in which its chlorine is to be util- 


| ized should be passed through apparatus in 


which the vapor of hydrochloric acid, at first 
associated with it, may be condensed out 
from it.

Laboratory Notes. 
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By R. B. Grirrin AND A. D. LitTtTLe. 





As nearly all of the sulphur of com- 
merce comes from Sicily few persons are 
aware that immense deposits of this element 
are found in the United States. Indeed, i 
the Territory of Utah occurs what is prob- 
ably the richest and largest of the known 
sulphur deposits in the world. It is located 
200 miles south of Salt Lake City, is about 
2,000 feet square and of unknown depth, al- 
though shafts have been sunk 60 feet with- 
out reaching the bottom. The richest Sicil- 
ian ores carry 30 to 40 per cent. of sulphur 
and the common ores only 20 to 25 per cent., 
while the poorest ore from this Utah deposit 
contains 40 per cent. and the supply of go 
per cent. ores is said to be inexhaustive. 
These figures are from analyses made at the 
Case School of Applied Science. Numerous 
smaller deposits have also been discovered 
in California, New Mexico and Colorado, 
and in 1872 there was found, about 30 miles 
to the south of the Union Pacific Railroad 
and goo west of Omaha, a great hill of al- 
most pure sulphur. Despite these facts the 
United States produced in 1880, according to 
the census reports, only about 600 tons of

road freight charges to the East that until a 
local demand springs up the United States 
is hardly likely to reap the benefit of its 
own deposits. 





An ingenious method of recovering the 
sulphurous acid blown off from digesters in 
the sulphite process, and of obtaining at 
the same time a plentiful supply of hot 
water, has been made the subject of a Ger- 
man patent. The mixture of gas and steam 
from the digesters is led into the bottom 
of a tower, which may be of wood, lead 
lined, or of heavy sheet lead supported by a 
framework. The lower half of the tower 
is fitted with fireclay trays, with passages 
between them for the gas and steam, the 
upper portion of the tower being filled with 
coke. As the mixture of gas and steam 
ascends it meets a shower of water from a 
sprinkler in the top of the tower. This con- 
denses both steam and gas, but on running 
down they meet again the ascending steam 
and sulphurous acid, with the result that 
the descending mixture is soon heated to 
212°, at which point all of the sulphurous 
acid is again set free as gas. After the 
tower has been in operation for some time 
the temperature of the condensing water, 
as it arrives at the bottom of the tower, will 
rise to 212°, where it may be drawn off for 
washing, &c. On the other hand, the tem- 
perature of the sulphurous acid grows lower 
as it nears the top of the tower, and by 
regulating the streamof water delivered at 
the top of the tower, so that there is not 
sufficient water to condense the large amount 
of gas, a continuous stream of sulphurous 
acid gas will be delivered at the top of the 
tower, and may be led away to be used in 
making fresh liquor in the same manner as 
though it came direct from the furnaces. 





An improvement has been introduced in 
the manufacture of battery jars from wood 
pulp which considerably increases their 
power of resisting the battery solutions, while 
removing all danger from the leakage which 
has heretofore sometimes been the result of 
imperfect treatment. These jars are made 
from ground wood in the same manner as 
the well-known pails and similar utensils, 
but after having been formed and dried are 
treated by immersion in a composition which 
penetrates the pulp and renders the jar acid 


proof. It has been found difficult in the past 
to insure in the case of every jar a thorough 
penetration of each fibre by the protecting 
compound, owing to the considerable amount 


of air w which the fibres themselves and the

To say that the 
paper trade is dull is to assert that business 
generally is flagging, and this is the general 
cry. 

Here let me say that manillas are slightly 
firmer, if anything, on the rise of last week 
and news is weak.

As a relief to politics, in one sense of the 
word, has come the gratifying news of the 
verdict in favor of the J. W. Butler Paper 
Company, which has borne, to the admira- 
tion of its confréres in the trade, the burden 
of a costly and vexatious suit against the now 
notorious John B. Jeffrey Printing Company. 

With the abolition of bankruptcy laws it 
is a matter of regret that some method of 
protection has not been arranged whereby 
questionable failures, in which preferred 
creditors are wrongfully preferred to the ex- 
clusion of others and similar tricks, could 
be branded as they deserve, without entail- 
ing upon one or more aggrieved individuals 
a long and costly litigation, which frequently 
exceeds in amount the sum sought to be re- 
covered. 

The expense and worry attendant on such 
an enforcement of one’s rights are too fre- 
quently the grounds on which the unscru- 
pulous hope to escape, or, at least, to com- 
promise many of their creditors’ claims, and 
that they should be so frequently permitted 
to go free is to put a premium on such meth- 
ods of doing business.

Business with local paper dealers is in 
no manner improved over last week. As is 
generally the case during the closing days 
of the month, the demand for paper from 
printers is somewhat curtailed, in order to 
keep down their current monthly account. 
Distant shipments are also reduced to some 
extent, as mail orders have fallen off recently. 

The near approach of Election Day is re- 
garded in a measure as the cause of the tem- | 
porary quietness in paper trade circles. After 
that great national event shall have passed 
business matters will adjust themselves 
and trade will no doubt take on brisker | 
action. 

The paper stock market continues to be 
rather quiet. The condition of foreign mar- 
kets does not change any to the benefit of 
importers, but on the contrary to their dis- 
advantage.

Rags are not com-| 
ing forward in any large quantities, for the | 
conditions are against their importation.

Imports of paper stock for the same time 
comprise 1,214 bales of rags, 551 bales and 
78 coils of manillas and 602 bales of miscel- 
laneous grades, a total of 2,445 packages. 

Other receipts include 1,230 bales of wood 
pulp, too casks of china clay, 36 casks of 
Southern clay, 32 bales and 315 bags of siz- 
ing, and 614 barrels of rosin. 

The committee appointed by the creditors 
of the Rand-Avery Company, printer, to ex- 
amine into the condition of the company’s 
financial affairs made its report at the sec- 
ond meeting, held at the Parker House on 
Tuesday last. This committee evidently 
went into examine, and the more it exam- 
ined the smaller grew the company’s assets. 
From $445,695.51, the value which the com- 
pany placed on its plant and other property 
figured as assets, this committee reduces the 
figures to $118,401.57. The committee rec- 
ommended that the concern be put into in- 
solvency.

Business locally has undergone very little 
change since last week. The mills are pro- 
ducing the usual amount of paper, and the 
product is well covered by orders. No 
large orders are reported, but the medium 
sized ones come in sufficient mumbers to 
keep the machines all running. There is 
a very good demand for book papers, and 
the fine mills report a good trade. The call 
for news is well maintained, and the prod- 
uct of some mills is covered by orders for 
several weeks ahead. The run on these 
goods has been almost unprecedented this 
fall. The coarser grades of papers are sell- 
ing well, but the market is a trifle unsettled 
owing to the advance in prices of some 
kinds. 

The manufacturers and business men of 
this city, Springfield, Chicopee and West 
Springfield are moving in earnest in regard 
to the improvement of navigation of the 
Connecticut river above Hartford, referred 
to in this correspondence a few weeks ago, 
anda meeting will soon be held at Spring- 
field which will be addressed by public men 
for the purpose of getting up a memorial to 
Congress asking for the necessary appro- 
priation to carry on the work. The call 
for the meeting is signed by nearly every 
manufacturer and many large business 
firms, wholesale and retail, in this city. It 
is argued by those who are pushing the 
matter that the result of such improve- 
ments in navigation would be the saving 
of 50 cents a ton on coal, iron, rags, 
cotton, wool and other bulky or heavy 
freight which comes to or goes from the city.

There would probably be quite a saving on 
freight from New York. The improvements 
would include the construction of a canal 
from Enfield to East Hartford and the dredg- 
ing of the river at different points between 
here and Hartford. The improvements in 
the river below Hartford not long ago re- 
duced freight rates 7o cents a ton. The re- 
ceipts and shipments in 1886 amounted to over 
995,000 tons, valued at $65,000,000. Those 
who are the most active in this matter be- 
lieve that the plan would result in material 
benefit to all concerned, and all that is need- 
ed to cause Congress to move in the matter 
is an earnest effort and the hearty co-opera- 
tion of our Congressmen and Senators.

Buckley was born in Kinderhook, N. Y., in 
1821 and was sixty-seven years old. He en- 
tered the employ of the Platner & Smith 
Paper Company at Lee, in 1847, and learned 
the trade thoroughly. In 1858 he was en- 
gaged by the Holyoke Paper Company to 
take charge of its rag room, which place he 
has faithfully filled for thirty years. Mr. 
Buckley leaves a widow and five children, 
one of whom, George G, Jr., is foreman of 
the Connecticut River Paper Company’s 
ruling department. 

The Winona Paper Company has decided 
to advance its capital stock from $200,000 to 
$300,000, the additional money to be paid in 
cash. The board of directors will be en- 
larged and some well-known men in the Con- 
necticut Valley will be added. It has not 
been decided yet who will succeed the late 
R. M. Pulsifer as president, but some capa- 
ble man will be selected. 

John E, Clark, of the Dickinson & Clark 
Paper Company, has bought the residence 
at the Highlands which he has occupied 
since coming to Holyoke nine years ago. 
The lot surrounding the house contains 
35,000 square feet, and Mr. Clark will spend 
considerable money in improvements. 

A certain well-known paper stock dealer, 
who makes frequent visits to this city, is 
making numerous bets on the result of the 
election, and he must have quite a sum 
staked on the result in New York.

Starch as a Loading Material. 
By Dr. E. MutH AND OTHERS. 
First Article. 


Starch flour is found in all vegetable 
formations, but that made from potatoes is 
used almost exclusively in paper manufac- 
ture, because it is pure and cheap. Only in 
exceptional cases is that made from wheat 
employed, and it is very doubtful whether 
its ascribed quality of containing gluten out- 
weighs its greater cost. 

Potatoes contain as much as 18 per cent. 
ef starch flour. In purchasing this starch 
care should be taken to see that it is not col- 
ored yellow by iron or organic matters of 
the water. Experiments have shown that 
potato flour can absorb more than 8 per cent. 
of humidity from the air. Besides this nat- 
ural loading it often receives an artificial 
one of from 10 to 16 per cent. of china clay 
or gypsum. China clay and ground gyp- 
sum present another appearance under the 
microscope from that of starch flour. As 
pure potato flour can only contain from 0.8 
to 1.4 per cent. of ashes, according to the 
composition of the manufacturing water, 
any higher ash percentage must be ascribed 
to a willful addition of mineral matters. To 
make a superficial test of the purity of the 
flour take some on the point of a knife and 
put it on a sheet of white paper and pass 
the thumb nail over it, so that it becomes 
smooth and finely distributed, when the im- 
purities come to the surface and are easily 
detected. 

If starch flour is to be used, for simplicity’s 
sake, unboiled—that is dry—it is furnished 
dry in the beating engine, or else stirred up 
in cold water, so as to make a uniform dough. 
The addition must be made as soon as pos- 
sible, so that any lumps present may be 
ground down fine. A portion of this spe- 
cifically heavier starch flour remains in the 
sand catchers, another part separates on the 
under side of the paper web. The conse- 
quence is that a good deal of the flour is lost 
with the water through the suction chests 
and presses, so that only from 30 to 40 per 
cent. remains in the paper. On the drying 
rolls, where the paper pulp is heated to up- 
ward of 176° or 194° Fahr., the starch flour 
begins to undergo the same change as in boil- 
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form with the water present the sticky mass 
which partly envelops the fibres. Paper 
treated in this way shows the same qualities 
as that where the starch was given dis- 
solved. On the first drying cylinder, where 
the temperature of the paper web is not so 
high as to cause the flour to burst, raw 
gtains settle more and more in such a way 
that the ‘‘ doctor” cannot remove the de- 
posit. This deposit is also sucha bad heat 
conductor that the drying cylinder loses the 
capacity of drying the paper web. 

In addition to this the paper often adheres 
to the cylinder and causes outside or waste 
sheets. In the experiments made the dry 
flour so adhered to the cylinder that it was 
only by long friction with an old machine 
wire that the cylinder could be cleaned 
again. As starch flour used in this way 
acts as loading matter it does not require 
any fine working of large quantities of min- 
eral loaders. 

Papers in which great stiffness is needed, 
as for flowers, cuffs, &c., have the starch 
given dry after the pulp has been previously 
treated with the greatest possible quantity 
of dissolved starch flour. 

Starch is best employed in the soluble 
form, and Dr. Muth gives the following as 
the result of many years’ experience : 

It is best to take only a portion of the 
starch flour to be used, and pour it intoa 
small cask with as much cold water as will 
make a middling thin dough, and work it 
up with the hands to free it from lumps and 
make it uniform. The dough is put on a 
wire of 66 to 68, which can be laid by means 
of two arms on the starch tub. 

By keeping the contents of the chest three- 
quarters full and Waving a small flow of 
water, the flour at the bottom can be brought, 
at first slowly, and then more rapidly, to 
pass through the meshes of the wire. The 
stirring must be done carefully, so that the 
bottom may not be touched by the paddle 
and the flour forced through. As soon as it 
is observed that the flour runs off quickly 
the stirring is stopped, the weak water cur- 
rent in the chest, which must be kept at 
least half full, carries off the starch flour, 
and the husks and impurities swim in 
the water and show what can be removed 
in this way. The wire is cleaned with cold 
water and the operation repeated. No pro- 
cess can be more simple or effectual, even if 
small quantities of impurities should pass 
through.

THE members of the Boston station- 
ery trade, following the example of their 
brethren of the paper trade, have formed 
what is likely to prove a solid associa- 
tion. Organizations of this kind are 
good. They ought to be found in every 
city where there are representatives 
enough to make them effective. Boston 
displays commendable energy and enter 
prise in this direction. 





IN a late issue of an English journal a 
British tradesman complains bitterly of 
the competition of American manufac- 
turers in a certain line of goods, and asks 
if the home trade “ consider themselves 
right in tolerating this violation of Eng- 
lish manufactures.” This is one of the 
incidents of free trade. If Americans 
are cutting out Englishmen on their own 
ground it is because the latter cling to 
their idols and cannot understand that a 
“tariff for revenue only ” means destruc- 
tion. Home markets are the best. Keep 
them by maintaining a policy of protec- 
tion.

‘* Wishing to ascertain whether steel was tox 
smooth for glazing, I made several attempts 
to give the friction rolls more hold by put- 
ting somewhat coarse emery paper on them, 
which succeeded for the moment. After a 
few minutes, however, the effect disappeared, 
as the rolls began to run smooth again. 
I have often thought whether it might not 
be possible to make friction rolls out of fink 
emery by a suitable binding under hydraulic 
pressure. Such experiments would be very 
expensive, but if successful would be amply 
remunerative. 

** And now, coming back to the shifting of 
color particles.. Every manufacturer of col- 
ored papers is aware that when undissolved 
aniline comes in the form of fine dust the 
stone polisher, owing to the greater rough- 
ness of the stone, draws or shifts this aniline 
dust into long metallic-like stripes. At any 
rate it does this more than the steel roll.”

To Fasten Paper to Metal. 


Paper pasted, gummed or glued on to 
metal, especially if it has a bright surface, 
usually comes off on the slightest provoca- 
tion, leaving the adhesive material on the 


| back of the paper, with a surface bright and 


slippery as ice. The cheaper descriptions of 
clock dials are printed on paper and then 
stuck on zinc, but for years the difficulty 
was to get the paper and metal to adhere. 
It is, however, said to be now overcome by 
dipping the metal into a strong and hot solu- 
tion of washing soda, afterward scrubbing 
perfectly dry with a clean rag. Onion juice 
is then applied to the surface of the metal, 
and the label pasted and fixed in the or- 
dinary way, It is said to be almost impos- 
sible to separate paper and metal thus 
joined. Probably metal show tablets might 
be successfully treated in the same manner.
